"Killed, 4 men, 2 women; injured, 3 men, 11 women, 9 children, all civil- 


ians. Fourteen houses were seriously damaged. 


"The Zeppelins were engaged at some points but succeeded in getting 


away from our aircraft patrols. One of the Zeppelins was probably damaged 
by the mobile antkir craft section."

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TEMPORARY ROADS AGAIN. 


v Once more The Times desires to call attention to the bad roads 


leading into Portsmouth and to emphasize the fact that this condi- 
tion puts an additional burden upon every resident of the city and 
also upon those of the county who bring their produce to this mar- 
ket and who naturally do their trading here. If it were a condi- 
tion of affairs that could not he remedied, we would simply have 
to'put up with it and pray tor the early coming of the day when 
the public work is completed. But the condition is so unnecessary, 
so uncalled for, could be taken care of at so little expense, that 
'people have a right to raise serious objections. 


At New Boston both the Harrisonville and the Gallia pikes are 


being paved by the municipality and both are closed to 
traffic. 


The temporary roads are beyond description, so bad that they are 
almost impassable in good weather let alone bad weather. On one 
of the roads it is a daily occurrence for vehicles to be hauled out of 
the mud, heavy traffic being practically barred by the bad condi- 
tion of the road. 
• 
. 


'^ 
To thft west, of course we have the temporary bridge,' which is 


out of commission today on account of the high, water in 
the 


gcioto and which may be washed out by the time this reaches our 
readers, and which anyway is in danger of being washed out. But 
after you cross the Scioto, those who live on the Buena Vista pike 
arid who may have business down that way, have an almost in- 
credibly bad temporary road around a paving job from the in- 
firmary down the river. This paving has dragged around along all 
summer and slow progress has been 
made. 
Those 
who 


"have had to use this road say it is horrible; The state highway de- 


partment is showing sad lack of executive capacity in permitting 
this condition of affairs. 


On the Chillicothe pike, part of the temporary road is-built. 


against a line of telephone poles, right up against them, and it is 
•dangerous to travel this road with any sort of a vehicle. This 
roadway is partly graded so as to slant against the poles, and the 
scarred condition of many poles shows what it means to 
travel 


• thisr section in wet weather. Added to this the roadway is cut 
to pieces and frequently blocked by the trucks of the contractor 
on the paving and no effort is made apparently to keep the road 
in. condition: Aside from the telephone poles, this road was well 
constructed in the beginning by Commissioner Egbert. A little 
work would keep it in fairly good passable shape all the time. One 
man kept on the job two days a week would take care of the ruts 
and bad places. But nothing is done. The road is there and it 
takes .care of itself. If the bridge is crippled or washed out, this 
will be:the only entrance to the city for a large section of the,popu- 
lation of the county and its importance to Portsmouth cannot be 
over-estimated. Here again the state highway department has been 
sadly neglectful of the interests of the traveling, public. 


The new bridge is" being rushed to completion but 
there is 


every indication that it will be done before the towpath leading to 
it is completed. The commissioners have acted wisely and vigor- 
ously in this matter and are doing what they can to make the con- 
tractor complete his work in time. 
Chances are they 
may get 


dome decided action. 


The above conditions are bound to exist for many weeks yet, 


under the most favorable circumstances. 
"With this knowledge, it 


seems to us that the board o£ trade committee, and the retail mer- 
chants association, should again get busy and confer 
with 
the 


proper people in an effort to secure action. There is no occasion 
for hard feelings about it, we are all interested vitally in the mat- 
ter. We feel sure that New Boston will take some action if the 
matter is presented in the right light; we feel equally sure that the 
commissioners will meet the committee in the right spirit and lend 
their aid towards remedying conditions; and we hope that the 
state highway department will take cognizance of conditions and 
insist upon contractors doing their share as required 
by their 


signed agreements.

sidered himself more capable of doing in- the right way than the 
men who are regularly engaged in those tasks—running a hotel 
«nd:editini! a newspaper. Which gives peculiar interest to a con- 
test for a prize, afforded the students of Yale University a short 
time ago by a prominent eastern periodical, for the best essay on 


The Ideal Newspaper." 
. . . 


The judges were much impressed by the excellence of a num- 


ber of the essays submitted, but that turned in by Paul Jacob 
Banker of Middleton, 0., was considered "so unusual in every re- 
spect as to leave no possible doubt that it deserved 
to win the 


prize." Part of it is worth reproducing for the Benefit of newspa- 
per readers: . 


"That newspaper which on a hotly contested question like pro- 


hibition or woman suffrage, or the rights imd wrongs of the Euro, 
pean-war; comes out and dogmatically affirms through thick and 
thin that its own side is right, and that all who disagree are fools 
or knaves or both, can not command the respect of any commun- 
ity for long, and its influence will decline with its circulation. 


An attitude of superiority may not safely be assumed by any 


newspaper, but the people must be met oh their own level, and left 
to reach their own conclusions. 
The ideals of American liberty 


are too deeply imbedded for a public long to endure the flaunting:, 
of a newspaper which is blind to all ideas but its own importance. 
We are individualists, most of us, and we reserve the right to do 
our own thinking. .

"That newspaper which on a hotly contested.question like pro- 


hibition or womaii suffrage, or the fights and wrongs of the Euro-, 
pean war. comes out and dogmatically- affirms .through, thick and 
IHin that its own side is riglit, and that all who disagree are fools 
or knaves, or both, can not command the respect of any. cormnun- 
ily for long, and its influence will decline with its circulation. 


An attitude of superiority may not safely he assumed by. any 


Kivspapcr,' but the. people must bo met on their own level, and left 
to reach their own conclusions.. 
The ideals of American1 liberty 


are tno deeply imbedded for a public long to endure the flnuntiiigs 
of a newspaper which, is blind to all ideas but its own importance. 
We arc individualists, most of us, and we'reserve the right to do 
our own thinking. 
, 


I do not mean by all this that' a newspaper may not express an 


opinion, that it must be a.mere colorless bulletin of passing events; 
Ihe most influential orgaiis are those which have very decided opin- 
ions upon most questions, and who shout them from 
the house- 


tops—but my point is that the shouting must he done respectfully, 
•ml not blatantly—logically and clearly, without 'dogmatism, and 
yet without timidity 


The most beautiful typography-in the world, a staff of 
the 


most brilliant .-writers that it would be possible to assemble, and an 
editorial policy as lofty as the stars, would not avail to 
make a - 


newspaper a widespread force in the community if it did not have 
a iridt; circulation. 


Without a big circulation it is impossible to get advertisers, 


and without advertisers it is inconvenient to pay its_ writers 
and 


its paper bills, and hence hard to maintain its independence of com- 
mercial control. Here is a sort of interacting, vicious circle, every-. 
thing depending on circulation, arid circulation depending upon 
tlie appeal of news in the columns. Before a newspaper can edu- 
eatf or form the opinions of the public, the public must read 
it, 


anil the public will not read it unless it finds in the columns that 
which appeals to it. Authority and popularity arc the two" at- 
tribute which an ideal newspaper must have at air costs, in or- 
der to attract and command the attention of the public through 
any extended period."
